Another slight increase in the 
number of college graduates of 
teaching courses was reported 
yesterday by the National Edu- 
cation Association. 

In its annual report, the as- 
sociation said the gain in grad- 
uates of the teacher-training 
courses would amount to 10 per 
cent this year. There was also 
a 10 per cent increase last year. 
As of June 1957, the graduates 
will number 107,452. This 
would not fill the teacher short- 
age estimated as 120,000 as of 
now.

uates. In 1950, some 330,000 
men were graduated in teacher- 
training courses.

The Easier 
To Borrow

WASHINGTON, D.C.—There 
are increasing signs throughout 
the nation that lending institu- 
tions are loosening their purse 
strings a little on home mortg- 
age money. 

But the “‘tight money” situa- 
tion apparently still has the 
man with the modest income 
choked off from obtaining a 
mortgage. 

Essentially the problem of ob- 
taining a mortgage in today’s 
strict market narrows down to 
how much you can pay for a 
home—the more you spend, the 
easier your mortgage problems. 

The man in the middle is the 
modest income buyer, who is 
not likely to feel any softness 
in the mortgage market until 
the end of this year or early in 
1958. 

In addition to the price range 
of the buyer, there are certain 
specific conditions in scattered 
localities across the country 
that have kept mortgage money 
circulating even through the 
height of the credit squeeze. 

Businessmen’s Attitude. 

As usual, the hardest areas 
in which to obtain mortgages 
Are the South and the West. 
The Northeast remains the 
easiest. 

Perhaps the biggest factor in 
the slight easing in the mort- 
@age market in some areas is 
the recent attitude of business- 
men toward borrowing. 

There is evidence that busi- 
ness has put on the brakes in 
borrowing, partly due to spiral- 
ing interest rates. Some busi- 
nessmen probably have heard 
so much talk of tight money 
that they simply have not 
sought loans. 

Whatever the cause of the 
waning enthusiasm, it cannot be 
pinned on any slowdown in the 
booming economy over the first 
three months of the year. 

Commerce Secretary Sinclair 
Weeks reported recently that 
business activity climbed to a 
new high during the quarter, 
although he did _ single out 
housing as a weak spot in an 
otherwise rosy picture. 

Shrinking Discount Rates 

The main indications of eas- 
ing in home buying credit are 
shrinking discount rates’ in 
some areas and a growing sup- 
ply of money to lend in banks 
and similar institutions. 


Discounts, which are called 
points, normally are arranged 
through the builder. He will 


ask a bank to handle a mort- 
gage for a prospective: buyer. 

If the lender agrees, it can 
charge a discount rate based on 


a percentage of the original 
loan. It then receives its nor- 
mal interest rate on the re- 


mainder until the loan is paid 
off. 


For example, a builder with 
a $10,000 house approaches a 
lending institution charging a 
five per cent discount. The dis- 
count is deducted at once, and 
the builder receives $9,500 for 
his house. 

The buyer assumes the mort- 
gage of $9,500 on which he 
pays his normal rate of inter- 
est for 20 years, or whatever 
the length of the mortgage. 

Discounts have been running 
as high as 10 per cent in some 
areas. But there are mounting 
indications that these’ steep 
rates are a thing of the past. 

When this leveling off will 
benefit the prospective home 
buyer is a matter of specula- 
tion. But barring a reversal of 
present economic conditions, an 
easing should be felt by the 
end of this year.

of Housing’ 


Theme of Women's Congress 


Planned in Washington, D.C. 


The building materials indus- 
try is turning to the American 
housewife for advice on creat- 
ing houses for more successful 
family living. It plans to in- 
vite homemakers from all sec- 
tions of the country and various 
economic levels to Washington, 
D.C., in November to partici- 
pate in a second Women’s 
Housing Congress. 


This distaff conference is in- 
tended to serve as a transition 
from the initial Women’s Hous- 
ing Congress, staged by the 
Federal Housing Agencies last 
year, which concerned itself 
primarily with space and design 
of a home. 

The forthcoming congress in- 
tends to clarify the relationship 
between good house construc- 
tion and family welfare and se- 


curity. It will consider the 
components, materials and 
workmanship which give a 
house sound economic value 


and family well-being. 

Five national trade associa- 
tions are represented on the 
organizing committee of the 
congress. Franklin Greene, New 
York, executive director of the 
Better Heating-Cooling Coun- 
cil, is chairman. Other mem- 
bers are: David L. Chaney, 
Washington, D.C., Portland Ce- 
ment Association; Douglas S. 
teinberg, Washington, D.C., 
National Lumber Manufactur- 
ers Association; Carl Pihl, New 
York, Copper and Brass Re- 
search Association, and J. O. 
Hendrickson, Washington, D.C., 
National Association of Plumb- 
ing Contractors. : 

Support Pledged. 

Support has been pledged by 
architects and other building 


professionals. Additional trade 


and manufacturing associations 
are being invited to join in 
sponsorship of the congress. 

“The industry-sponsored con- 
gress is based on the concept 
that while industry builds the 
house, women make the home,” 
Greene said. “The congress is 
primarily designed for research 
into the homemakers’ thinking, 
needs and preferences. Out of 
the pool of their experience we 
believe there will be found 
substantial benefits for the 
homebuyer and a merchandis- 
ing stimulant for increased 
house sales. 


The discussions at the con- 
gress will touch emotional and 
moral values of successful home 
life, the human side of housing. 
It is well known that the 
strength and character in Amer- 
ican life stem from the family 
and that the first need of the 
family is an adequate home. But 
it is not so commonly realized 
that the well being and stability 
of the family are powerfully in- 
-luenced for better or worse, by 
the physical construction of the 
home—the house itself.” 

Thus, the committee indicated 
that a major objective is to take 
some searching looks into this 
fundamental, but little known, 
relationship. Among other as- 
pects, the congress will seek to 
uncover the “hidden function” 
of good construction, building 
equipment, materials and serv- 
ices and to trace their effects 
on family life. It also will inves- 
tigate the apparent connection 
between home construction and 
divorce, juverile delinquency, 
mental illness and other critical 
social problems. 


The organizing committee 
noted that plans for the Wom- 
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en’s Congress were launched 
during a prolonged slump in 
the housing industry and at a 
time when there is unprece- 
dented competition for the 
home budget dollar. 

“The housewives, themselves,” 
a committee statement reads, 
“will discuss why the home—as 
the fortress of the family—must 
be the prime item in a sensible 
family budget, and how the 
basic components of good build- 
ing contribute to a. stable 
budget and long-term security. 

“Despite the decline in hous- 
ing starts there is a trend to 
a better house. The industry, 
therefore, should take organ- 
ized action to increase this 
tendency toward structural qual- 
ity in all new houses. Armed 
with the relevant facts, we 
should take vigorous steps to 


stimulate the housing  econ- 
omy.” 

Technical experts, producers, 
builders and architects are 


planning to team up with home 
economic experts and psycholo- 
gists in dicussions with the 
United States housewife at the 
1957 congress.

RESEARCH URGED 
10 PUT CROPS IN 
INDUSTRIAL USES 


WASHINGTON, April 19 (AP) 
—A government commission 
recommended today that Uncle 
Sam set up a broadened $100.- 
000,000-a-year research program 
to put more farm products into 
industrial uses and to develope 
new crops to replace present 
surplus ones. 

It said such a program was 
needed to help improve farm 
incomes and to bring about a 
“profitable” consumption of the 
output of a “free and efficient” 
agriculture. 

The commission on increased 
industrial uses of agricultural 
products—authorized by Con- 
gress last year and its five mem- 
bers appointed by President 
Eisenhower—made its recom- 
mendations in a report to Con- 
gress. It had studied the prob- 
lem of farm surpluses and po- 
tential industrial uses for the 
past eight months. 

It deciared that agriculture 
has been “researched” out of 
many of its markets by more 
aggressive industries and by 
lagging research in the field of 
utilization of farm commodities. 
As a result, it added, costly 
farm surpluses are piling up and 
the government is being forced 
to spend billions for farm aid.

“The commission is convinced 
that the investment in public

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Toward Safety in the Air 


Some idea of the problems and turmoil that 
beset the airways of the nation may be gained 
from considering the Civil Aeronautics Board’s 
latest report on the probable cause of the col- 
lision of two airliners over the Grand Canyon 
last June which killed all 128 persons aboard. 


Factors behind the report aré.more important 


than the report. 

This report does little more than to round up 
the several assorted theories that were advanced 
by various investigating agencies, including Con- 
gressmen, the airlines and the Air Line Pilots 
Association, within a few days after the acci- 
dent. It concludes that the collision was caused 
by the,pilots not seeing each other in time, but 
adds it was impossible to determine just why 
they did not. Clouds, sightseeing and insuffici- 
ent information due to lack of equipment and 
personnel are mentioned as possible. reasons 
why the pilots failed to see each other. 

All this emphasizes the fact that the CAB, an 
independent agency, establishes the air safety 
policies which are supposed to be carried out 
by the Commerce Department's agency, the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration. Thus, in ef- 
fect, the CAB really is judge and jury, and in- 
vestigates itself when it looks into any acci- 
dent. That is why the A.L.P.A., several years 
ago, issued a Statement saying: 


At the root of our whole air safety pic- 
ture today is the inexorable cycle into 
which air safety has fallen—crashes fol- 
lowed by investigations where people in- 
vestigate themselves, and then do-nothing 
periods that lull us into a false sense of 
security. There is a period when there are 
no crashes and we pat ourselves on the 
back with statistics that talk about the 
number of miles that have been flown 
without accidents. Suddenly we have more 
terrible crashes and we again go through 
the same meaningless cycle. 


Why has the United States, the wealthiest 
of all nations, allowed its airways to lag so far 
behind in aviation progress that perils of the 
sky are increased rather than lessened? An- 
swers are to be found in the report of the 
Aviation Facilities Study Group headed by 
William Barclay Harding, which 15 months ago 
completed a long and detailed study of the air- 
ways and in the interim report last week of 
President Eisenhower's special assistant for 
aviation facilities planning, Edward P. Curtis. 

Mr. Harding put it this way: When any agree- 
ment was reached by civil and military agencies 
and private groups on what was best to do, 
the budgetary support and executive decision 
to put it into effect was frequently lacking. 

Mr. Curtis, who proposes an Airways Mod- 
ernization Board “fom developing and consoli- 
dating the requirements for future systems 
... to accommodate the future air traffic,” also 
cites the fact there has been “‘no one agency 
with specific authority and capability.” 

What can be done to remedy the present sit- 
uation and also to aid in preparing the way 
for the long-range jet airliner era toward which 
Mr. Curtis is looking? Right now the CAA has 
requests before Congress for appropriations 
needed to provide airways and navigation elec- 
tronic equipment that are essential to safe op- 
erations. 

The first thing to do is to get the funds 
needed for this yital equipment. Curfent de- 
ficiencies can be counteracted at the same time 
that plans for the future are in the making.

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For It “in Principle” 

President Eisenhower's press conference ap- 
proval of the natural gas bill reveals nothing 
new about that measure except that the Presi- 
dent has not read it. 

Mr. Eisenhower said -he favored the “objec- 
tives” of the gas bill last year when he vetoed 
it only because of arrogant lobbying by the 
oil and gas industry. Now he has told reporters 
he favors the bill “in principle.” Last year’s 
bill would have exempted natural gas producers 
from federal rate regulation, while this year’s 
bill merely makes regulation ineffective, but the 
goal is the same and so is the Administration’s 
position. 

The President did tell reporters that what he 
knew about the bill came from his assistants, 
and that he had not studied it himself, This 
falls short of the all-out informed indorsement 
which might put the gas grab through Congress. 
On the other hand, if the President did study 
the bill, his indorsement of its “principles” 
might be even less enthusiastic. 
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Now that the April skies are smiling and the 
oak trees are shedding their leaves—even the 
deepest pessimist must admit that spring is here. 
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The Test on the Budget 


President Eisenhower's new statement on the 
budget is as inconclusive as most of the discus- 
sion, both in Congress and the Executive branch, 
up to now. Responding to the highly political 
congressional resolution which asked him to 
point out where budget cuts could be made, he 
says in effect that Congress can juggle the book- 
keeping if it likes, but he doubts if actual ex- 
penditures can be cut by more than $300,000,000 
to $450,000,000. The talk in Congress has been 
of total cuts ranging from two billions upward. 

There is only one way to settle the point and 
that is for Congress to go ahead and complete 
action on the appropriation bills, and see where 
it comes dut. The House has trimmed a billion 
dollars off the bills it has already handled, but 
if precedent is any guide we can expect the Sen- 
ate to restore a good deal of the reduction. 

Even if the-final figures agreed on hy both 
houses show lower totals than those projected 
in the Executive budget, the full story will nat 
be written until next spring, the season for 
passing deficiency appropriations to make up 
for inadequate appropriation bills of the year 
before. The odds are that when all the returns 
are in, the President will prove to have been 
more nearly right. 

In belatedly taking the stand that a big budget 
is necessary to carry out the programs a major- 
ity of the people want carried out, the President 
is behaving as:a responsible Chief Executive 
should behave—and far more responsibly than 
he did at the outset when, after presenting this 
budget, he sided for a while with some of its 
leading critics. His record would be cleaner, 
however, if he had talked this way while run- 
ning for office, both in 1952 and 1956, instead 
of promising meat-ax budget cuts and setting 
afloat roseate dreams of drastically lower taxes. 

Not to be outdone by Speaker Rayburn, who 
is flatly predicting a tax cut for next year, Mr. 
Eisenhower in his latest statement pays the 
usual obeisance to the political Holy Grail of 
lower taxes. But this time he talks in the 
broadest generalities and bases the hope for 
reduction, not on predicted feats of derring-do 
by way of economizing, but on the projected 


- 


growth of the country. Instead of promising 
to whack the budget, he is now urging the coun- 
try to outgrow it. 

This is not the most politically attractive situ- 
ation for a President to occupy, but it happens 
to accord with the facts of life. 
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Bring on the Fight! 

It is suggested from Washington that there 
may be a move in the Senate to trade off oppo- 
sition to the Scott McLeod appointment for sup- 
port for the Charles E. Bohlen appointment. 
That is, those who want Mr. Bohlen confirmed 
as President Eisenhower’s Ambassador to the 
Philippines may feel it expedient not to oppose 
confirmation of Mr. McLeod as Ambassador to 
Ireland. 

There could hardly be a more unnecessary 
trade. Almost exactly four years ago an all-out 
fight was made by the irreconcilables in the 
Senate against the President's appointment of 
Mr. Bohlen to be Ambassador to Russia. For 
one critical month the nomination was held up. 
Finally the Foreign Relations Committee ap- 
pointed a special two-member committee to re- 
view the allegations that the secret files con- 
tained information disqualifying Mr. Bohlen. 

That committee consisted of the late Senator 
Taft of Ohio and Senator Sparkman of Alabama 
—a Republican and a Democrat. They inspected 
the FBI report and told the Senate that it con- 
tained nothing to cast doubt on Mr. Bohlen’s 
loyalty. Secretary of State Dulles had previ- 
ously made the same announcement. 

When the vote was taken the grand total of 
opposition votes was 13—two Democrats and 
11 Republicans. The Democrats were the late 
Pat McCarran of Nevada and Ed C. Johnson of 
Colorado, who retired from the Senate three 
years ago. One of the Republicans is also out 
of the Senate—Welker of Idaho, defeated last 
November. 

That leaves 10 sitting Republicans as the.pre- 
sumed maximum of votes against Mr. Bohlen if 
there is a fight and roll call. They are: Bricker 
of Ohio, Bridges of New Hampshire, Dirksen 
of Illinois, Dworshak of Idaho, Goldwater of 
Arizona, Hickenlooper of Iowa, Malone of Ne- 
vada, McCarthy of Wisconsin, Mundt of South 
Dakota and Schoeppel of Kansas. 

But it is unlikely that all 10 will repeat their 
1953 mistake. Surely Senators Dirksen, Hicken- 
looper and Schoeppel, to select three, would not 
vote now as they voted four years ago when 
McCarthyism was in full swing in the Senate. 
The probability is that the anti-Bohlen hard 
core would be cut to a scant half-dozen. 

Thus it would be preposterous to confirm the 
many-times disqualified Scott McLeod merely 
not to have a fight against Mr. Bohlen. If the 
Bridges cabal wants a fight let them have it. 
Let them see what a miserable little gang of 
last ditchers they are! 
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Four Years of Dawdling 

For four years, Congress has temporized 
irresponsibly with the growing power require- 
ments of the Tennessee Valley served by TVA, 
including those of the Government's own 
Atomic Energy Commission. It has been un- 
willing either to supply these needs with appro- 
priations or to permit TVA to finance itself 
through sale of bonds. This double obstruction- 


ism has closed every avenue to doing what. 


everyone is agreed must be done. 

Alternative proposals to enable TVA to 
finance itself through bond sales have been 
placed before Congress. The measure desired 
by TVA has been introduced by Senator Kerr 
of Oklahoma and a group of colleagues from 
Tennessee Valley states. A more restrictive 
measure has been offered by Senator Cooper of 
Kentucky. There would seem to remain little 
if any excuse for Congress to procrastinate 
longer in doing its plain duty to make financing 
for normal plant growth available through 
appropriations or to let TVA’ do it through 
bond sales. 
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Done in the Dark 


Behind the screen of legislative secrecy, the 
Missouri State Senate’s Judiciary Committee 
has just kille& again a long-overdue reform 
in the Missouri criminal code. But it was 
a close vote this time, 6 to 4, and it presages 
the day when the people of Missouri will win 
over the lawyer clique which is more interested 
in a multiplicity of trials for the criminal ele- 
ment than in justice under law. 

The vote was on the meritofious proposal of 
Senator Avery of Troy to give trial judges dis- 
cretion in ordering jointly indicted defendants 
to trial either singly or together, depending on 
the circumstances. The law now is that when- 
ever defendants ask for separate trials they can 
obtain severance, with the result that witnesses 
are often required to appear in two, three or 
four different trials when one trial would 
have sufficed. Long delayed trials often frus- 
trate justice, as witnesses die, move away or 
otherwise become unavailable. 

Because the Senate rules do not require com- 
mittees to reveal the line-up of their members, 
Missourians cannot tell how the members of the 
Judiciary Committee divided. But this much 
is known: 11 of the 13 Senators were present. 
These were Senators Kinney and Joynt of St. 
Louis, Crain and Davidson of St. Louis county, 
Keating of Kansas City and six outstate mem- 
bers, Gibson, Spradling, Avery, Waters, Rozier 
and Frieze. One of those present did not vote, 
and two members were absent, Jones and Noble. 
Thus the three who did not vote could have 
turned a 6-to-4 defeat into a 7-to6 victory. 

Senator Avery is to be applauded for his 
fight. Disappointing as the vote to table is, it 
was close enough to amount to a marked ad- 
vance. In the next session or the next after 
that this battle for th® people of Missouri will 
be won. When it is, the victory will be a rebuke 
and a reproach to all the selfish members of 
the bar who opposed a needed reform of the law. 
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Aged 8 Years 


Disorder is being caused in the distilling 
industry by an excess of bonded whisky stored 
in warehouses and about to reach the age at 
which the $10.50 a gallon federal excise tax 
must be paid. The burning question is whether 
to extend from eight to 12 years the deadline 
when the tax must be paid regardless of whether 
the whisky has been sold. The present: heavy 
stocks were laid in after the outbreak of the 
Korean war in 1950, when the industry expect- 
ed a curtailment of grain and an increase in 
demand for whisky. 

Pressure of bonded gallons against the tax 
deadline has already led to disturbed conditions 
in the industry. Distressed distillers say that 
unless relief is afforded, great quantities of 
whisky will have to be destroyed. The con- 
sumer has perhaps profited in lower prices for 
aged whisky as a result of all this, but unstable 
circumstances are particularly undesirable in 
an industry which must exercise restraints in 
the public interest. An extension of the dead- 
line to 12 years would appear the most orderly 
solution all around.

In December, I 
wrote you from South America thank- 
ing you on behalf of South American 
friends for another editorial which 
showed a sympathetic understanding 
of the problems of Americans below 
the Rio Grande. Since writing you, 
Mrs. Saigh and I have traveled some 
13,000’ miles observing and talking with 
people there. 

You are correct in stating many 
“Latin Americans feel an air of con- 
descension pervades the attitude of the 
United States toward their cultural and 
economic importance. From this comes 
‘the rich uncle, poor relations’ com- 

lex.” ‘ 

r But we found out one important un- 
derlying exception. South Americans 
who know us understand us. And it’s 
best illustrated by this incident: On 
Christmas eve we were invited to the 
circles of a large, prosperous family 
in Rio. The conversation ultimately 
was “North Americans,” (as they call 
us), and more particularly, “dollar di- 
plomacy,” because everywhere we vis- 
ited there was tremendous curiosity 
as to America. 

We listened more than we talked 
because about one third of those pres- 
ent had spent some time in the United 
States or were educated here. They 
were our defense. 

It was remarkable how the “house” 
was immediately divided. Without ex- 
ception those who had been in the U.S. 
were on one side and the stay-at-homes 
were on the other. The stay-at-homes 
vehemently denounced the North 
American because of dollars spent 
everywhere in the world to win friends 
—but very little in South America. It 
boiled down to the one side loudly 
raking over many aspects of American 
condescension: 

“Instead of treating us as one of you, 
as equal partners, we find Uncle Sam 
looking down his nose at us. Money 
is unimportant for purchasing our re- 
spect; we want America’s confidence, 
We want them to help develop our vast 
resources. Everything the States need 
is plentiful in South America—oil, tim- 
ber, iron ore, every metal known, 
precious and semi-precious stones, vast 
undeveloped farm lands, markets for 
your vast production, and a people that 
are your kind of people with the same 
democratic aims and the same reasons 
for improving their culture and way 
of life. 

“You spend billions to make. people 
of Europe and Asia hate you more but 
comparatively few dollars to develop 
the resources of your friends. While 
you are so busy with your dollars 
everywhere, Canada, England, Ger- 
many, Italy and Russia are making 
markets and investing ‘know-how.’” 
And so it goes on. 

The pro-Americans defended the 


United States: “If you ever visited 
the U.S. you would know what a 
wholesome attitude they have. Amer- 
icans do not have ulterior motives. We 
like their way of life, we like the way 
they treat us. When an American gets 
to South America everyone from the 
porter to the shopkeeper, from the 
taxi driver to our government officials, 
everyone high and low tries to pry 
money loose from our friends. 

“When we go to America everyone 
leans backward to see that we get 
more than our money’s worth, that we 
are comfortable. We know that they 
are our friends. You are envious, you 
are jealous, for you cannot understand 
generosity, generosity without motive.” 


So I concluded that we do a very 
poor job of public relations. We “do” 
but we do not explain. I told them 
that American “dollar diplomacy” has 
only one underlying reason for exist- 
ence and justification: to save lives— 
North American and South American; 
to save lives that would have to be 
expended in ultimately defending the 
democratic way of life if Communism 
was permitted to spread country by 
country and continent by continent. 


I said that we Americans would try 
dollars as long as that was, in our 
opinion, the defense for both North 
and South Americans. Dollars help 
improve the standards of others, it 
helps educate them; education helps 
them understand they are human be- 
ings and not chattels. Once _ they 
understand that they will appre- 
ciate that our interest is the sanctity 
of man, and then and only then will 
they look on Americans as being de- 
void of imperialistic motives. 

I said further that I did not believe 
that our government has forgotten the 
importance of their friendship, that we 
owe them the technical knowledge and 
capital for development, but the 
urgency to expend all our resources in 
trouble spots of the present only post- 
pones e day when America’s eyes 


turn S6uth in peace with the necessary 


help. I feel Iewon over many friends; 
and so if we can’t do what we. should 
be doing we should explain and keep 
our friends. They want to understand; 
they have the capacity. 

But talking with others, not in the 
influential class, I was and am very 
much disturbed about the extent of 
latent Communism; the rich are very 
rich, the poor, very p and the mid- 
dle class, which is the““balance wheel” 
of any country, is practically non-exist- 
ent. 

When all hope is lost and when deg- 
radation of the human being reaches 
a point where there is nothing to lose, 
human beings turn away from the sys- 
tem under which they exist. Commu- 
nist Russia’s arms are always present 
to receive them. And therein lies the 
danger of postponing the day of help 
and understanding to otr gracious and 
receptive neighbors to the South.

Greatest Since Bismarck 


ADENAUER: HIS AUTHORIZED BIOG.- 
RAPHY, by Paul Weymar. Translated 
from the German by Peter De Mendels- 
sohn, (Dutton,'509 pgs., $5.95.) 


Regardless of the outcome of the 
forthcoming Sept. 15 election in the 
West German Federal Republic, Chan- 
cellor Konrad Adenauer, whose per- 
sonal prestige will be challenged, can 
take pride in the role he has played in 
his country’s revitalization and interna- 
tional politics since the end of World 
War II. 

An outspoken anti-Nazi and anti- 
Communist, he was the moving force 
behind the political reorganization of 
his nation, twice defeated in world 
wars, and in molding the shapeless 
mass of Germany into its present po- 
sition as a self-sustaining state and ally 
of the Western democracies. 

The 81-year-old Chancellor, a devout 
Catholic and leader of the Christian 
Democrats, has sought in his career 
of professional politics to translate the 
spirit of the Gospel into terms of po- 
litical practice. He 
states his philos- 
ophy thus: “We 
have reason, and 
we have a con- 
science, and _ both 
are a gift of God. 
In using them, as a 
politician, I make 
my contribution to- 
ward the establish- 
ment of the order 
willed by God even 
here; in this 
world.” 

Unlike

seek to re-unite 
, Germany, he has 
aligned his political thinking and his 
country with the West, militarily and 
otherwise, as a means of accomplish- 
ing this end. Adenauer, who from the 
first opposed Hitler’s totalitarian doc- 
trines and suffered under the Nazis as 
a result, fosters the ideals of Germany 
integrated into a United States of Eu- 
rope by advocating the European Coal 
and Steel Community and the Euro- 
pean Defense Community. The latter 
never got to the experimental stage 
because of the French fear of a “mili- 
taristic’ Germany. 

It is ironic that Chancellor Adenauer, 
whom Sir Winston Churchill has re- 
ferred to as the greatest German states- 
man since Bismarck, was dismissed for 
incompetence from his office as Lord 
Mayor of Cologne by the Nazis and 
after the war by the British Military 
Government in October 1945. 

The author, Paul Weymar, who also 
was dismissed as editor of the Berlin 
Vossichen Zeitung, Germany’s oldest 
democratic newspaper, during the ad- 
vent of Hitler’s Third Reich, has divided 
this volume into what he refers to as 
“the three lives of Adenauer.” The first 
deals with the Chancellor’s early fam- 
ily life, training and career to the year 
1917. The second comprises his activ- 
ities as Chief Mayor of Cologne, his 
native city. The third is contemporary, 
beginning after the German collapse. 

Mr. Weymar has consulted friends, 
the Adenauer family and members of 
both major political parties for first 
hand accounts of the Chancellor's life 
and career. Portions of the book have 
been contributed by Adenauer himself. 

The result of the author’s “Ade- 
nauer,” begun in 1953, provides not 
only interesting and dramatic reading 
material but a deep insight into the 
man whose capacity for work, love of 
freedom and compassion for his coun- 
trymen have caused him, at times, to 
forsake both popularity and the easy 
way out rather than compromise his 
principles.

DR. PETER STEINCROHN ANSWER: “Does it make 


any difference what side I sleep on, doctor?” is not an 
unusual question. Doctors hear it every day. Sometimes 
it is asked just out of curiosity. Most often, however, we 
are dealing with a patient who is a cardiophobe. Such are 
the sufferers from Imaginary Heart Trouble who ascribe 
every untoward sensation in their left chest as being due to 
heart disease. 

When you lie on your left side it naturally brings 
the heart closer to the chest wall. This allows you to feel 
each cardiac contraction more easily. It is this “normal” 
perception of the heart beat that causes undue anxiety 
in many sensitive persons, But “hearing” your heart or 


“feeling” it does not indicate that you have an abnormal 
heart.

IN MY EXPERIENCE such cardiac awareness is more 
often found in anxious persons whose hearts are healthy; 
rather than in people with organic heart trouble. You 
ask them if they ever have discomfort while they are 
sitting or standing and the answer is “no.” Sometimes 
arthritis, myositis, or an hiatus hernia will produce dis- 
comfort when you lie on your left side. However, if you 
have real heart disease the symptoms usually do not vary 
with body-position. 

There is no danger in sleeping on your left side. Each 


one of us spends a good part of the night on the left side 
without being aware of it.

Nageswari Rajaratnam Decided to Help Others After Her Daughter Died

T was when Nageswari Raja- 
| ratnam’s daughter died that 

she decided to devote her 
life to the children of other 
people. Her little girl was a 
normal, happy and healthy 
child when she went to school 
on a Friday. By Monday she 
was dead of acute nephritis.

This interest has brought 
Nageswari Rajaratnam from her 
native island of Ceylon to the 
University of Illinois where she 
will receive her Ph.D. degree 
in August. In this country, on 
a study grant from the Ameri- 
can Association of University 
Women, she visited St. Louis 
last weekend to attend the 
A.A.U.W. conference held at 
Hotel Statler. 

After August, “Nages,” as 
friends and even casual ac- 
quaintances call her, may re- 
turn to Ceylon immediately or 
may stay on for further re- 
search with Dr. Lee J. Cron- 
bach, president of the Ameri- 
can Psychological Association. 
But in either event, she will 
have a reunion here or at home 
with her husband and son, age

“With all my intentions of 
concentrating on other people's 
children,” Nages smiles, “I find 
I cannot stay away from my 
own too long.”

Leaks in Pipes and Tanks. 
CCORDING to the best pos- 
A sible sources, the right thing 
to do when a water pipe 
starts to leak is to replace that 
section of pipe. 

This is a good thing to know 
but it isn’t much help if the 
pipe begins to leak on a Sunday 
afternoon, when hardware and 
plumbing stores are not open 
and your plumber is off for a 
day of fishing. What you need 
are some temporary measures 
that will hold for a day or so. 

One remedy for a leaky pipe 
is to turn off the water in the 
line and then stick a wad of 
chewed chewing gum over the 
hole. The chewing gum is then 
held secure by wrapping fric- 
tion tape around the pipe. An 
even better temporary repair is 
to take a short length of garden 
hose, split it down lengthwise 
and slip it over the leaky sec- 


tion. The hose is held in place 
by automotive radiator clamps 
at each end, but if you don’t 
have these, use wire and twist 
the wire tight with a pair of 
pliers. 

Leaks that occur at joints 
can often be fixed by tighten- 
ing the joint or by taking the 
joint apart and coating the ex- 
ternal threads of the pipe with 
pipe dope or ite lead. 

Leaks in ter tanks can 
often be fixed, if they are small, 
by driving a small softwood 
splinter igto the leak, The 
water will expand the wood and 
make it fit tight enough to keep 
the water in the tank. Another 
remedy is to drill the hole 
larger and insert a self-tapping 
screw with a washer under the 
head.

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What with winding up her 
teaching and her work on the 
many committees on which she 
was serving, Nages had little 
time to think of leaving her 
husband and son but admits 
she has missed them in her 
ear and a half here.

The 
basic human needs and aspira- 
tions are the same everywhere.” 

She found daily customs and 
diet here little different than 
at home, since Ceylon has been 
under European influence, 
Portuguese, Dutch and British 
for several centuries. She does 
miss the spiced curries of her 
native land occasionally.

ROBABLY what has im- 
Poressea her most in this 
country, she says, is the 
work done by American women. 
“Before I left Ceylon I heard 
the saying, ‘If you’re a man, be 
born in India. If you're a 
woman be born in the United 
States,’” she recalls. “It im- 
lied that women in the United 
tates have an easy time, but I 
don’t think they have an easy 
time at all. 

“I think American women 
work very hard. They have la- 
bor-saving devices but there are 
many things they must do, day 
in and day out. I found it hard 
to get used to ironing my own 
clothes, for instance; I've al- 
ways had someone do it for me. 
I marvel at how much the 
American housewife does in 
her own home and still has 
time for committees and s0 
many other activities. 

“IT see the young marrieds 
around the campus, looking af- 
ter homes and babies. They're 
far from the glamour girls the 
world paints them. They really 
get down to it.” 

Young girls on the campus 
impress her as being too tense 
and she is amused at how much 
they worry about finding a man 
and getting married. 

“They're all such nice attrac- 
tive girls they needn’t worry,” 
she says. “But if they haven't 
found a man by their sopho- 
more year they worry about it.” 

The fast pace of American 
life impresses and at times dis- 
tresses her. 

“In Ceylon, people are more 
relaxed,” she says. “I used to 
be very impatient that they 
were not helping themselves. 
Many of us want industrializa- 
tion. We want to improve the 
standards of living which in 
many cases, are on a bare sub- 
sistence level. When I saw peo- 
ple content with so little, I 
thought they shouldn't be con- 
tent. 

“Now I wonder. Perhaps they 
would lose their contentment 
and happiness if they were al- 
ways trying to improve their 
way of life. Can we have both? 
I don’t have the answer to that 
yet.” 

' She paused and laughed. 

“In Ceylon, the Communists 
complain that they can’t make 
the people discontented. They 
are too happy. Maybe it's not 
such a bad thing after all.”

F YOU are not as relaxed a

wise indeed to train your 
hands and arms to move grace- 
fully.

3. Play imaginary piano scales. 
Tap a table top with the hand 
held straight from the wrist to 
the middle knuckle.

4. Extend one arm at a time 
forward at shoulder level and 
describe small semicircles with 
the hand as if scooping water 
from a brook.

Add to that, the hundreds of thousands of word origins, 
synonyms, geographical and biological terms and medical 
mish-mash and almost anybody can get by with almost 
anything and claim it a word. 

Speaking specifically of the word “ooch,” Barbeau re- 
veals that he could check the 77 men and women who are 
editors and specialists in various fields of vocabulary at 
Merriam, but obviously that would be a lot of bother for 
the girl in “variations on ornaments.” And anyway, it 
would almost certainly be there and one would lose face. 

Considering the circumstances, when playing a word 
game it is best to get yourself a competitor with poor imagi- 
nation and a pocket book dictionary.

Barbed Wire in Jerusalem on Easter 


Divided City Makes It Difficult to Retrace Christ's Steps, but Services Still Are Held 


Tension between Jewish 
Israel and Arab Jordan make 
it impossible for Christian 
pilgrims to follow Christ's 
footsteps from the Last Sup- 
per to the Crucifixion. But 
“holy fire” symbolizing the 
hopeful message of Christian- 
ity still leaps the barbed 
wire, giving promise _ that 
peace may yet come to this 
troubled land. Here is a re- 
port on divided Jerusalem at 
Easter, 1957, last in a series 
on famous sites of the Holy 
Land,

JERUSALEM, April 19 (AP). 

N the night of His cruci- 
Q fixion, Jesus and His apos- 

tles gathered in an upper 
room in Jerusalem for their 
last supper together. After the 
meal, Jesus walked outside the 
city to the lower slopes of the 
Mount of Olives and awaited 
His inevitable betrayal and ar- 
rest. 

Today barbed wire, guns and 
a hundreds yards of no-man’s- 
land prevent anyone from walk- 
ing from that upper room to 
the Mount of Olives. The site 
of the last supper is on the 
Israeli side of Jerusalem, while 
the Mount of Olives is on the 
Arab side. 

On either side of the no- 
man’s-land dividing the holy 
city are armed sentries, ready 
to blaze away at the slightest 
provocation. Jewish Israel and 
Arab Jordan have been in a 
state of war since 1948, with 
only an uneasy armistice si- 
lencing the guns on either side. 

This state of tension has made 
it difficult for pilgrims and 
travelers from the United 
States to visit the holy land, 
and the divided state of the 
city makes it hard for pil- 
grims to retrace the footsteps 
of Christ during the events of 
the first Easter. 

Before the 1948 Arab-Israeli 
war, a pilgrimage from the Latin 
convent inside the old city went 
to the Cenacle, site of the last 
supper, every year on Maundy 
Thursday. Because of the divi- 
sion of the city, this pilgrimage 
is no longer possible.

munities on the Arab side of 
the line. The Greek Orthodox 
hold a spectacular service every 
Wednesday before Easter in the 
courtyard of the Church of the 
Holy Sepulchre.

He then 
had to pass over the Kidron Val- 
ley to reach the Garden of 
Gethsemane on the lower slopes 
of the Mount of Olives. 


Inside the Garden of Gethse- 
mane today stand olive trees so 
old they must have formed part 
of the grove where Jesus prayed 
on the night of His betrayal. 
The “Church of All Nations” 
inside the garden covers an altar 
of natural rock. Tradition says 
this was the rock on which Jesus 
prayed “not My will but Thine 
be done.”

fication with the Prototype 
which is the condition of hap- 
piness and glory; there must be 
veritable crucifixion or a put- 
ting to-death not of our human 
nature which is good, but of our 
evil tendencies such as lust, 
avarice and the pride which 
blockade the progress of the 
spirit.

EASTER SUNDAY, therefore, 
is not a miracle of the past, 
but a promise also of the fu- 
ture. In its light, not decay 
but advance, not a pulling down 
but a reaching forward becomes 
the main characteristic of both 
man and history. Even these 
Hours of Trial and Decision 
through ‘which the world is 
presently passing are seen in 
the light of the Resurrection as 
a kind of judgment for the evil 
of our ways; but they are also 
seen as a sharing in the dark 
hours of Good Friday in order 
that we may be given merit to 
see a resurgence and resurrec- 
tion of those historical forces 
which make for the peace of the 
world. 

The remedial process is cer- 
tain though for those who have 
faith in Easter. History is not 
an ascending hill of progress 
as the false thinkers of the 
nineteenth century assured us; 
neither is it a certain catastro- 
phe and winter and decay as 
Wells in his decline and Spen- 
gler warn us; it is rather a 
mixture of the two. There must 
first be the trial, the dark side, 
the purging out of the leaven 
of selfishness; then comes the 
peace. 

Easter peace is not something 
that comes automatically; Peace 
is made; “Blessed are the Peace- 
makers.” Peace is made through 
a Good Friday as the Prelude 
to an Easter Sunday. The 
crown of thorns is the condition 
of the crown of glory. The 
creativeness of man and history 


are cleansed and illumined, not 
quenched and destroyed by 
The tragedy of the world is that 

there are so many escapists 
who run from the condition of 
happiness; the joy of the world 
is that there are so many who 
see the glory through discipline.

N Good Friday, pilgrims 

from around the world join 

to take up the tragic story 
in. a procession following the 
way of the cross — the path 
Jesus walked from the time 
of His trial before Pilate until 
He was placed in the tomb. 
This sorrowful walk begins just 
inside St. Stephens Gate and 
winds through the narrow, flag- 
stoned streets of Old Jerusalem 
to the Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre. 

The procession stops at each 
of 14 “stations of the cross,” 
where a sermon is preached in 
the language of the group. Each 
station marks a dramatic mo- 
ment in the way of the cross, 
including the places where 
Jesus fell under the weight of 


the cross. During this proces- 
sion some of the pilgrims usual- 
ly carry heavy crosses like that 


on which Jesus was cruified. 


The procession ends inside 
the Church of the Holy Sep- 
ulchre, an aged structure cover- 
ing the traditional site of Cal- 
vary and the tomb. The proces- 


sion climbs a flight of stone 
stairs to the site of the Cru- 
cifixion. Here a glass case cov- 
ers a bit of the rock of the 
original hill of the execution. A 
huge crack in the stone is said 
to have been caused by the 
earthquake that rocked the earth 
as Jesus breathed His last. 

On the evening of Good Friday 


a solemn burial service is held 
in this church. A statue of Jesus 
is taken from a cross on Calvary 
and placed on the stone of unc- 
tion, a marble slab near the en- 
trance of the church where 
traditions say Jesus’ body was 
anointed for burial. Weeping 
women fall prostate and kiss 
the stone as the body is lifted 
and thken inside a small chapel. 
under the main dome of the 
church. 


. — * 

NSIDE this little chapel, with 
| massive candlesticks on either 

side of the entrance, is the 
Holy Sepulchre, the goal of the 
Christian pilgrims since the 
Fourth Century. Little is left of 
the original sepulchre, because 
most of the rock has been 
chipped away over the cen- 
turies. A marble slab covers 
the area where Jesus’ body is 
said to have lain. 

After Jesus’ body was placed 
in the grave and the rolling 
stone over the door sealed. His 
disciples must have suffered the 
depths of despair. And even 
after they saw the empty tomb, 
there were still doubts; some 
wondered if the body had been 
stolen. 

This period of despair is com- 
memorated in a unique service 
on the roof of the church by a 
group of Ethiopian monks. Call- 
ed “the search for the body of 
Christ,” this service involves a 
mournful march around the 
rotunda of the church, with tom- 
toms beating slowly under the 
Pascal moon. When the words 
are read from the Bible “He is 
not here, for He is risen,” the 
group breaks into wild rejoicing. 

The most spectacular Easter 
service is called “The Miracle 
of the Holy Fire,” an age-old 
Easter ritual symbolizing the 
resurrection of Christ. Once 
actually considered a miracle, 
this ritual involes handing a 
flame from inside the Holy 
Sepuichre through a hole In the 
side. Waiting outside are thou- 
sands of prilgrims, most of them 
holding candles, tapers and 
lamps. The holy fire, symboliz- 
ing the risen Christ, is passed 
from candle to candle and like 
a wave of flame spreads over 
the thousands who pack the 
church. 

Many ._ oriental Christians 
light little kerosene lamps with 
the holy fire and keep them 
burning throughout the coming 
year. 

Runners take lighted candles 
from the holy fire and carry 
them to churches in other parts 
of Palestine. In centuries past, 
the fire was taken to churches 
as far away as Athens and Alex- 
andria, symbolizing the spread 
of the gospel to the ends of the 
earth. 

By special arrangement, run- 
ners take the flame across no- 
man’'s-land, to churches on the 
Israzli side of the line. When 
this symbol of the resurrection 
arrives on the Israeli side, the 
Easter cycle has been com- 
pleted—from the upper room 
on the Israeli side to events on 

the Arab side and back.

haps this means that there still 
is hope they may see the end of 
the conflict which has divided 
their land, that the day may 
yet come when their swords and 
spears will be beaten into plow- 
shares and pruning-hooks and 
“when nation shall not rise up 
against nation, neither shall 
they know war any more.”

e disapprove of much of 
the North-South bidding, but 
not just because of the fact of 
their getting to a slam which 
could be, and was, beaten. Aft- 
er all there was unfortunate 
duplication in clubs; how could 
South really tell that his part- 
ner’s opening heart bid was 
predicated on: high cards in 
clubs rather than hearts? But 
we believe South's first re- 
sponse should have been in dia- 
monds rather than spades. Why 
not try to portray one's distri- 
bution accurately? Also North's 
first rebid probably should have 
been two clubs, Then, later, 
South’s four no-trump bid was 
pointless. What good does a 
count on aces do when one has 
a void suit? Actually had South 
just leapt to six diamonds over 
four spades, he would probably 
have stolen the slarn. We doubt 
if West would have guessed to 
lead the heart king. 

East doubled the Blackwood 
response of five hearts, which 
showed two aces, to indicate a 
possible lead against the im- 
pending slam bid to his part- 
ner. This might have wérned 
South to settle for a five-dia- 
mond contract, but it didn’t 
and the way the cards were he 
would have gotten away with 
six against less astute defense. 

After the double of five 
hearts it was no great feat for 
West to open the heart king. 
Dummy played low and East 
thought hard, analyzing the 
bidding carefully. There were 
two missing low hearts. West 
couldn't have both or he'd have 
led a low heart from three to 
the King. If South has only one 
of them the hand can't be beat- 
en unless West has a spade or 
trump trick, unlikely on the 
auction. But if South has two 
hearts, West's king lead is a 

singleton. So, to take care of 
that strong possibility, drastic 
measures were needed, what 
with_the ace-king of clubs avail- 
able for potential heart dis- 
cards. 

So East overtook his part- 
ner’s heart king with the ace.

It 
is on the same order as the 
story that most persons in Hol- 
land wear wooden shoes, Some 
of the Dutch do wear wooden 
shoes, and some Eskimos live 
in snowhouses, or igloos, but 
the usual custom is different. 

Except on certain far islands 
north of the Canadian main- 
land, igloos are used only rare- 
ly by Eskimos. Hunters who 
leave their villages for a time 
may build an igloo for use dur- 
ing days or weeks. 

In Greenland and in Alaska, 
Eskimo homes are madechiefly 
of wood or stone. In a few 
places the Eskimos employ soil 
and wood for their dwellings.
